A wide green strip lias ap- 
peared on the map oi ihe South 
Kvzylkurn in Uxhuklstan where 
a 120 km long plantation of trees 
has been planted sejuraiing the 
desert sand dunes From Uie fer- 
tile Zeravshan Valley. 

The sand used lo encroach on 
200 heel a res of irrlgolfd land 
annually swallmving the fertile 
plantations of ihe Bukhara oasis. 
Fitly years ago ihis country's 
Mrs! desert forestry plant of Ion 
was psiobllshed, and Hie fifty- 
year-old baloxylou trees now 
form part of tho 125- thousand- 
hor.tare forest belt. 

Plantations of young iiees arc 
extending furlher and further 
into the desert, while Ihe old 
Mmlwr is cut down. Tho pro- 
tected land produces fruit ami 
grapes, as well as cotton yields 
here being over 3 tonnes per 
hectare. 

The offensive against Uic en- 
croaching desert is proceeding 
at a fast pace In Uzbekistan 
with 15 thousand hectares being 
planted wllh trees annually.

The Mayakovsky Theatre has 
put on a play, "See Who Has 
Cornel" This is a satirical co- 
medy about people who have 
succeeded In achieving every- 
day comfort though at (he ex- 
pense of spiritual aspirations. 
The young director Boris Moro- 
zov, who won acclaim for bis 
recent production of "Cyrano 
de Bergerac' 1 , rightfully shared 
the success with the play's 
author Vladimir Arro. 

Arro Is hardly a young writ- 
er (he la well known (or his 
books for children), though this 
is his first attempt as a play- 
wright. And, for this reason, he 
can rightfully be Included 
among the new generation of 
people writing for the theatre — 
a generation which Is In- 
creasingly attracting the atten- 
tion of the public. Among them 
Is Lyudmila Petrushevskaya and 
Semyon Zlotnikov, Alexander 
Galln and Galina Razpmov- 
skaya, Alexander Rentez and 
Alexei Dudarev. It is to this 
powerful inflow of new talented 
authors that we owe tho ap- 
pearance of the "small stages" 
that are now part of nearly 
every Moscow theatre and are 
meant for experimental work. 

One of the more important 
characteristics of the current 
season constats In the fact that 
many of yesterday's experiment- 
al directors, playwrights, etc., 
are today acquiring the status 
of pace-aetters In the theatre. 

Not long ago Anatoly Va- 
silyev directed Viktor Slavkln'a 
tragl-comedy, 'The Grown-up 
Daugther of a Young Man", 
which ts playing to full houses 
at the Stanislavsky Drama Thea- 
tre. Wide recognition has come 
to the young director, And he 
has now received a rather flat- 
tering Invitation to produce 
"King Lear" at the Moscow Art 
Theatre. 

In general the Moscow Art 
Theatre boldly uaheTS on to its 
stage those who yesterday were 
known only to a narrow circle 
of professionals. This also ap- 
plies to two young producers 
invited from Leningrad— Kama 
Glnkas and Lev Dodln.
